Drivers proceeded 
with caution. And still, Mike, at 
age 8, made the poor decision 
to ride his bike directly into the 
street from his own driveway. 

Perhaps it wasn't a decision, 
but rather a habit. A bad one. 
Jump on the bike and go for a 
ride. "I know my street" "It's 
safe here." 

Well, the street wasn't safe! 
Mike rode his bike directly in 
front of a -néighbor's.car, He 


touring the country since 1984. 
It was built just two years after 
John Devitt attended the dedi- 
cation of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Wall in 1982. Devitt 
made a vow to share the posi- 
tive power of the Memorial 
with those unable to make the 
pilgrimage to Washington. 
Devitt and several other 
Vietnam veteran volunteers 
built The Moving Wall.

Bellefontaine Returns from 
Study Abroad in Thailand 


WILMINGTON Sarah 
Bellefontaine, of Patch’s Pond 
Lane, recently completed a 
five-month study abroad pro- 
gram in and. A senior at 
the University of Mass at 
Lowell, Bellefontaine is a psy- 
chology major and has always 
had a desire to experience 
another culture. 

“I did a lot of research and 
Thailand seemed to be the best 
fit for me,” explained 
Bellefontaine. “The values of 
Asian culture are different 
from Western culture ‘and I 
wanted to experience them 
firsthand. Some of their values 
are group orientation, polite- 
hess, non-confrontation, and 
the family. There were also 
other things that personally 
attracted me to Thailand, such 
as the Buddhism, warm weath- 

r, friendly people, and Muay 
Thai? 


While in Thailand, 
Bellefontaine stayed in interna- 
tional housing in the village of 


Salaya just minutes from 
Mahidol International College. 
The gated community was also 
home to 22 other students from 
countries including Korea, 
Australia, Germany and 
America. 

“There wasn't too much of a 
language barrier,” recalled 
Bellefontaine “Since I lived 
near the city, the Thai people 
knew English well enough to 
communicate. Everyone at 
school spoke English since it 
was an international school. I 
also took the time to learn 
some of the language which 
helped me when navigating 
and traveling around. 

In addition to completing 
coursework in Human Rights, 
Political Science, Personality 
Psychology and Environmental 
Issues, Bellefontaine made 
time to travel and experience 
the Asian culture. 

“I traveled all over Thailand. 
I visited the exotic beaches, 
which a lot of travelers vaca- 
tion at. I also traveled to the 


mountainous areas in the 
northern parts of Thailand. I 
saw ancient ruins, temples, the 
bridge over river Kwai, and the 
bustling cities such as Bangkok 
and Chiang Mai,” shared 
Bellefontaine. 

“I also got a chance to travel 
to Laos, which is a small coun- 
try bordering Thailand. I got a 
chance to see some of the his- 
tory left over from the Vietnam 
War. We visited the city that 
was most heavily bombed dur- 
ing the Vietnam War. We also 
traveled to Luang Prabang, a 
world heritage site. Laos was a 
beautiful country that seems 
very untouched from modern- 
ization. I appreciated the sim- 
plicity of how the people of Lao 
live.” 

Among her travel stops was a 
visit to the island of Kho Phi 
Phi, where the devastating 
tsunami hit in December 2004 
Bellefontaine said that the 
island had undergone a lot of

‘LaBarre outburst 
interrupts testimony 


BRENTWOOD, N.H. (AP) — 
A key state witness testified 
Tuesday that he thinks Sheila 
LaBarre was sane when she 
killed two men who lived with 
her. 

LaBarre has admitted killing 
the men, but is pleading insani- 
ty. - 

Forensic psychologist Dr. 
Albert Drukteinis told the jury 
on Tuesday he thinks LaBarre 
was sane, based on reviewing 
more than 8,000 pages in the 
case file, interviewing LaBarre 
three times and spending more 
than 12 hours with her, 

Judge Tina Nadeau halted the 
proceedings late Tuesday morn- 
ing because of an outburst from 
LaBarre. Drukteinis was on the 
stand, testifying about an inter- 
view with LaBarre, in which 
she said she killed boyfriend 
Michael Deloge because Deloge 
was hurting and killing her ani- 
mals, 

Drukteinis suggested LaBarre 
was torturing the animals, not 
Deloge, prompting her to 
scream. 

“| didn’t kill my animals,” she 
shouted. “I never hurt an ani- 
mal.” 

LaBarre was led from the 
courtroom after the outburst, 
which startled everyone. The 
trial resumed a few minutes 
later.

The prosecution rested its 
case Tuesday. Closing argu- 
ments were scheduled for 
Wednesday afternoon. 

‘Two of the Drukteinis inter- 
views took place in January. 
The third in March, after 
LaBarre pleaded not guilty by 
reason of: insanity to killing 
Kenneth Countie in March 2006 
and Deloge in the fall of 2005. 
Videos of those interviews have 
been played for the jury. 
Countie has family living in 
‘Tewksbury and he had lived in 
Wilmington just prior to mov- 
ing in with LaBarre at her 
horse farm in Epping, N.H. 
Drukteinis said LaBarre suf- 
fers from a mood disorder 
which is demonstrated in her 
erratic mood swings and 
intense anger. LaBarre’s ten- 
dency to act grandiose and 
make herself out to be someone 
more important that she is also 
a symptom of a mood disorder, 
he said, as are suicidal 
thoughts and depression. 
LaBarre shows signs of para- 
phelia, which is displayed in 
her obsession with pedophilia 
and other sexual acts society 
deems as perverse. There is 
also evidence she has a number 
of personality disorders that 
make her paranoid and unable 
to feel empathy for others,

pedophiles. LaBarre has a his- 
tory of violence with men, he 
said, and doesn’t think LaBarre 
made a connection between her 
violence and doing what is 
morally right in saving society 
from danger. 

If she did think this, LaBarre 
wouldn’t have lured Deloge and 
Countie to her farm, tried to 
separate them from their fami- 
lies, had long sexual relation- 
ships with them or fallen in love 
with them, he said. 

“It's not that she killed them 
because they are pedophiles. It 
may have given her an excuse 
to kill them because she is 
sadistic,” said Drukteinis. 
“That makes much more sense 
to me than the theory she 
thought it was morally right 


and had to rid (pedophiles) “gent at 


from society.” 

Drukteinis also noted that 
LaBarre denied the theory she 
killed Countie and Deloge 
because she believed they were 
pedophiles in his interviews 
with her. 

“When I talked to her that 
isn’t what she said. Why would- 
n’t she say that ... that would 
help her insanity defense,” said 
Drukteinis. “I think the reason 
she doesn’t say that is because 
she doesn’t believe that.”

Citizens of Tewksbury,

town manager’s balanced bud- 
get. 


The teachers’ union showed 
again how concerned they are 
for the welfare of our children, 
students, citizens and fellow 
teachers by their recent “No” 
vote to pay an additional 5% of 
their $18,000/year medical 
insurance package. If the 
teachers’ union paid 25% of 
their medical insurance, there 
would be no budget crisis and 
no teacher layoffs. (How many 
citizens in the private sector 
pay 20% for their medical 
insurance?) 

Now teacher union advocates 
have paralyzed the town bud- 
get process with the intention 
of packing the June 25 meeting 
and adding to their bloated 
budget. The town manager’s 
budget calls for a $4,100,000 
increase in the school depart- 
ment’s present budget of 
$44,635,000 for a total of 
$48,721,396. The town’s total 
budget is $75,860,000 so that 
means the school department 
represents 64% of the budget - 


more than enough. 

The town departments which 
service you, the citizen, such 
as roads, library, senior center 
and recreation are being deci- 
mated so teachers pay just 
$5.00 on their doctor's visit, 
pay 20% of the medical insur- 
ance premium, retire at 80% of 
average three years pay and 
then pay no state income tax 
on their pension. I need not 
point out teachers work 8 
months/year and the high 
school classroom day ends at 
1;45 p.m. 

The teachers’ union retire- 
ment costs are budgeted to 
increase from $1,854,000 to 
$2,304,000 and group insurance 
from $5,395,000 to $7,085,000. 
And the teachers’ union advo- 
cates want even more! 

Citizens - attend the June 25 
meeting and vote to protect the 
town’s roads, library, senior 
center and recreation depart- 
ments. I would note their com- 
bined budgets total only 
$1,897,000, or 2.5% of the total 
budget.

Unpleasant odors

on an offensive aroma over the 
winter, find out where the 


smell is coming from. Odor in 
your dog's mouth could mean 
dental problems, digestive 
problems or underlying inter- 
nal diseases, such as kidney 
problems or diabetes. If his 
teeth are discolored or he has 
an odor worse than his usual 
doggie breath, have your vet- 
erinarian perform a dental 
exam. Next, check his ears. If 
the skin inside is red or sore, if 
the ear has a bad smell, or if 
your dog reacts in pain when 
you examine his ears, have 
your vet check him for an ear 
infection. Also check your 
dog's skin for the common dis- 
order seborrhea, usually char- 
acterized by flaky dandruff or 
an oily, waxy feel to the coat 
and a strong odor. You can pre- 
vent this by frequently bathing 
your dog with a medicated 
shampoo that your veterinari- 
an can recommend. Finally, 
an infection or anal gland 
problems can also lead to odor 
and discomfort, in which case 
your dog will need to be seen 
by your veterinarian.

Although the dis- 
ease is usually limited to the 
bowel and most infected peo- 
ple do not have any serious 
medical complications, the 
salmonella germ can spread to 
other systems of the body, 
such as the blood and bone.

eggs, egg products, meat,

However, thorough cooking 
and processing will kill the 
germ. Salmonella can be in 
any type of food if salmonella 
germs get on the food.

There are few dates more 
meaningful in American histo- 
ry ‘for women than June 12, 
1948. Sixty years ago, the 
Women’s Armed Services 
Integration Act was enacted by 
Congress giving non-nurse 
‘women permanent status in the 
US Armed Forces and eliminat- 
ing most women-orlly “compo- 
nents” from the service branch- 
es, 

The significance of this day is 
remarkable, especially for the 
over 27,000 women veterans 
that currently reside in 
Massachusetts. 
Notwithstanding the limitations 
the legislation still imposed on 
women (for example, a 2 per- 
cent ceiling on the number of 
women in each branch of ser- 
vice and exclusion from com- 
bat), it was the first step in 
women’s full and equal partici- 
pation in the military. It rep- 
resented a great leap forward 
ina long journey that has yet to 


(ees Veen eae 
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reach its end. The Act ensured 
that women who clearly loved 
this country as well as their 
male counterparts could fulfill 
their sense of patriotism and 
duty in an equal and meaning- 
ful way. For Massachusetts 
women like Sara Payne 
Hayden, who test flew previous- 
ly damaged planes to make 
sure that they were ready for 
the men headed for combat 
with the Women Airforce 
Service Pilots (WASP) during 
World War Il, it meant she 
could reenlist in and continue to 
serve her nation with distine- 
tion as an officer in the US Air 
Force, 

With the current conflicts in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, we take 
it for granted that female sol- 
diers, sailors, airmen, and 
Marines are in the thick of the 
fight. For many years though, 
this was not the case (at least 
not officially). The history of 
women in the U.S. Armed 
Forces begins with women who 
disguised themselves as men in 
order to fight the British in the

American Revolution and again 
in the Civil War. In 1901 the 
Army Nurse Corps was estab- 
lished and women achieved 
quasi-military status (nurses 
had no military rank, for exam- 
ple). Seven years later, the 
Navy followed by establishing 
the Navy Nurse Corps. 

During WW I and WW II, 
women served in all service 
branches performing a range of 
duties that expanded beyond 
nursing. Upon the signing of 
the armistices however, these 
patriots were quickly demobi- 
lized as women’s participation 
in the military was seen at the 
time as a temporary solution to 
wartime “manpower” short- 
ages. 

Sixty years later, women now 
comprise 15 percent of the 
active duty armed forces and 17 
percent of reserve and guard 
personnel. 20 percent of new 
recruits are women and the VA 
expects women will account for 
14 percent of its healthcare 
patients by 2020. Women ser- 
vice members have earned 


numerous medals for courage 
and bravery, saved lives and 
continue to play an integral role 
in the War on Terror. In fact, 
the issue of women serving in 
uniform has transcended one of

As we reflect on the signifi- 
cance of this milestone, we 
should all take pause to remem- 
ber the contributions women 
are today making for our coun- 
try and thank those generations 
of women from the past who 
have blazed the trail, worn 
America’s military uniforms 
and earned not just the title of 
patriot, but the eternal respect 
and thanks of a grateful nation.

Friday night. The former foot- 
ball star at Wilmington High 
and Merrimack College is 
always in top physical condi- 
tion, but his training for Friday 
night’s bout against Valentin 
took him to another level. 

His trainer, Chuck Taylor, 
knows that Campbell will be a 
force to be reckoned with 

“This is the hardest he has 
ever trained. We have pushed 
him as far as his body will go,” 
Taylor said. .“He should do 
very well. In all three of his 
fights so far, he has been one of 
the best fights on the card and 
I think this will be the same.” 

Part of Campbell’s increased 
training has involved training 
at the Boston Thai Academy in 
Dorchester where Taylor 
hooked him up with many other 
trainers and fighters, including 
jujitsu coach Mike Zenga.

Unfortunately for 
Farnsworth, it was not meant 
to be on this day, as he did well 
just to compete after suffering 
a severe back injury during his 
warm-ups for the event when 
he slipped on the foul line. 

“The foul line is always made 
of chalk, but for some reason at 
this meet they had a board 
instead and Nick slipped on it,” 
Wilmington coach Bob Cripps 
said. “He threw his back out so 
badly that he could not bend 
over. His back is in really bad 
shape.” 

As bad as he was injured, 
there was a lot of question of 
whether or not he would even 
compete, but Farnsworth want- 
ed to give it his best shot 
despite the pain. 


“I thought I had trained hard 
before, but training with those 
guys has been a big reality 
check for me,” Campbell said. 
“Sparring against these guys 
and seeing their work ethic was 
incredible. They are the best I 
have been against.” 

The sparring partners have 
certainly tested him, but now 
Campbell must step into the 
ring for the real thing against a 
very tough opponent in 
Valentin, who among other 
honors, has been nominated for 
Fight of the Year for a bout ear- 
lier this year. 

“He is more of a standup type 
of fighter just like I am and 
from what I have heard he has 
very good kicks,” Campbell 
said. “He was nominated for 
Fight of the Year for a fight 
that went to overtime, so you 
know he will never back down 


“He was not going to be 
denied competing,” Cripps 
said. “His father and his 
javelin coach tried to convince 
him not to, but he threw any- 
way. Considering how much 
pain he was in, he did well.” 

Figueirido had his share of 
obstacies to overcome as well, 
and a lot of it had nothing to do 
with the top flight competition 
he was facing. Upon arriving 
at the meet, Figueirido and the 
rest of the runners discovered 
that the spike requirements 
would be changed for this meet. 

“We were informed they could 
only wear eight inch spikes, 
and nobody wears them, so we 
had to buy them on the spot,” 
Cripps said. “It was totally dif- 
ferent for him and for all the 
other kids as well. 

Cripps pointed out that 
Figueirido’s time of 11.39 was 
the slowest he had run in quite 
a while, and well off the con- 
secutive times of 11.16 that he 
had run in the Division 3 and 
All-State meets. 

Also affecting Figueirido and 
the other runners in Cripps 
opinion was the amount of time 
the rufners had to wait after 
being called to the track. 

“They called the runners to 
the infield and then they kept 
them out there in the sun for 45

Danversbank joins mo 
initiative as it expands an 


BOSTON - The Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Bankers 
Association (MBA), and 
Danversbank announced that 
the Mortgage Relief initiative 
introduced in December is 
growing - from. an initial five 
banks to more than 50 banks of 
every size, with branches 
throughout Massachusetts and 
much of New England. The 
expansion comes as 
Danversbank and other com- 
munity banks affiliated with 
the MBA join the effort. 

‘The Mortgage Relief initiative 
is also evolving. The original 
plan was to reach out to bor- 
rowers with high-rate “sub- 
prime” loans who might be eli- 
gible for a more secure, pre- 
dictable, affordable mortgage 
from a bank. However, falling 
home prices in many parts of 
New England have eroded 
home equity. As a result, some 
borrowers’ homes are now 
worth less than their loan, and 
refinancing into a new mort- 
gage can be difficult 

“There is no single, easy 
answer,” says Daniel Forte, 
president and CEO of the MBA. 
“Banks did not cause this prob- 
lem but the Mortgage Relief 
banks, regardless of their size, 
want to be part of the solution. 
They have a stake in the suc- 
cess of the local and regional 
economy.” 

Whenever possible, the banks 
participating in the initiative 
will help eligible homeowners 
refinance into conventional 
loans that will better meet their 
needs. “Unlike many subprime 
lende ” Forte adds, “banks 
s and sound place to 

your. credit needs and 


tise and respect.” ° 
The Banks’ Commitment 
Much like the original five 

institutions - Citizens Bank, 


Sovereign Bank, TD 
Banknorth, Webster Bank, and 
Bank of America - 


Danversbank and the other 
banks joining the Mortgage 
Relief initiative have made a 
number of commitments: 

1) Outreach - to reach out to 
borrowers in difficult mort- 
gages, in part by contributing 
to a pool for Mortgage Relief 
advertising (in amounts based 
on the bank’s size); 

2) Innovation - to expand their 
utilization of programs that 
may help borrowers with limit- 
ed home equity (programs like 
Federal Housing Authority loan 
guarantees, and those of state 
agencies); 

3) Personnel - to designate 
one or more “go to” staff mem- 
bers who can help borrowers 
explore their mortgage relief 
options; 

4) Lending - to adopt a goal 
for responsible lending under 
the program (ranging from 
$500,000 for small banks with 
under $250 million in assets to 
$2.5 million for community 
banks with over $1 billion in 
assets ). 

5) Collaboration and Referral 

to share with fellow partici- 
pants the products and 
approaches that prove effective 
in helping challenged borrow- 
and to refer individuals 
y cannot help to other par- 
ticipating banks or housing- 
counseling agencies. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston applauds the banks’ 
continued efforts, “These are 


very challenging times for 


Boston, “and I am genuinely 
pleased to see banks of all sizes 
and types stepping up and try- 
ing to make a difference. Itis 


also is in the long-term interest 
of the local and regional econo- 
my.” 

Challenges Encountered as 
the Landscape Changed 

The five original banks and 
the Boston Fed have been work- 
ing on this program since 
December, notes Lynn Browne, 
executive vice president at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston and a member of the 
program’s steering group. 
“The biggest challenge we have 
encountered, however, is that 
declining home prices have left 
many of the target borrowers 
‘under water’ in terms of home 
equity, and those loans are just 
incredibly difficult for lenders 
to arrange.” 

When they can’t assist with a 
loan, the Mortgage Relief 
banks borrowers in diffi- 
cult situations to contact the 
servicer of their mortgage as 
soon as possible (in particular, 
the servicer’s loss mitigation 
department), or a mortgage- 
counseling service such as the 
Homeownership Preservation 
Foundation or regional foreclo- 
sure-prevention centers identi- 
fied by states. 

The Need for Policy and 
Product Development 

Danversbank and the other 
participating banks will contin- 
ue to reach out to borrowers 
who are paying high rates, and 
those who may be qualified to 
get a more affordable loan than 
they have currently, The 
Mortgage Relief participants 
also acknowledge the work that 
the Congress, individual states, 
and HUD/FHA are doing to 
provide more tools to meet the 
challenge of servicing borrow- 
ers with negative home equity 
and unaffordable loan pay- 
ments - and they encourage 
policymakers to continue in 
these efforts, 

Legislation currently working 
through Congress, and contin- 
ued innovation by state agen- 
cies and others, may provide 
many more tools for lenders 
and borrowers. The Mortgage 
Relief banks will be well-posi- 
tioned.to make progress quickly 
and effectively should legisla- 
tion be passed. 

Expansion Means More 
Avenues to Speak with a Bank 
about Credit Concerns 

Why expand the program 
now? “Banks have always quiet- 
ly worked with borrowers in 
distress. However, despite the 
present challenges, more banks 
want to stand up and be count- 
ed as part of the solution,” says 
Kevin Kiley, the MBA’s execu- 
tive vice president and chief 
operating officer. “No question, 
these are challenging times in 
the region, and for many New 
Englanders the situation is dif- 
ficult. But talking to a safe and 
secure bank about your credit 
concerns and your home loan - 
most peoples’ largest financial 
obligation - is always a good 
idea. Many of the banks, even 
those not formally in the 
Mortgage Relief initiative, 
already participate in a variety 
of programs at the federal,

"The Gutierrez Company 
shed the last legal challenge 
of the proposed Langwood 
Commons _ redevelopment, 
paving the way for a renewed 
push to break ground on the 
mixed-use project," notes the 
“Stoneham Independent." 

“According to local attor- 
ney Charles Houghton, who 
represents the proprietors of 
the former Boston Regional 
Medical Center (BRMC), a 
group of doctors at the hospi- 
tal site settled its challenge of 
the proposed affordable hous- 
ing and commercial develop- 
ment. 

“In return for dropping the 
suit, the Gutierrez Company 
deeded the plaintiffs the med- 
ical condo buildings, as well 
as a parking area for the doc- 
tors' patients and workers. 

“That was the last suit 
involving the 40B approval we 
got in 2005, Houghton 
explained. ‘And we've deeded 
the land with the medical 
office buildings to the doc- 
tors, including the parking 
lot? 

“The —_Burlington-based 
developer now hopes that it 
can obtain building permits 
for the project by as soon as 
the end of this year. 

“However, the company 
still needs to work-out how it 
will_ garner state approvals 
for the Langwood Commons 
development. 

“In August of 2005, after 
lengthy and contentious hear- 
ings on the request, the 
Stoneham Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) issued the 
Gutierrez Company and part- 
ner Simpson Housing, LP a 
comprehensive permit for 450 
housing units. 

“The chapter 40B proposal 
for the BRMC site, located 
across from Spot Pond along 
the Fells Reservation, also 
included plans to redevelop 
the vacant 250,000 hospital 
building for commercial 
office use. 

“Chapter 40B, also known 
as the state's anti-snob law, 
allows developers to skirt 


local zoning bylaws, if a cer- 
tain number of housing units 
are slated for affordable buy- 
ers...” 


L.LEE. support 
(Lynnfield) 


“Lynnfield Initiative for 
the Elderly (L.LF.E.) 
received unanimous support 
of two articles which will 
allow the non-profit group to 
begin planning its third 
senior housing village along 
the Meadow Walk develop- 
ment at the site of the former 
Colonial,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“Voters approved the 
rezoning of three parcels of 
land totaling 6.7 acres to an 
elderly housing district. The 
location of the L.LFE. 
parcels was shifted during 
the planning process required 
by Natural Heritage because 
of the presence of three 
endangered bird species in 
Reedy Meadow. Voters 
approved the conveyance of 
the land from National 
Development to the town 
which will be sold to L.LFE. 
for $1.8 million. 

“The change in the layout 
allows L.I.F-E. to increase its 
planned number of units from 
40 to 48. 

“LLLFE. director Joe 
Maney said Colonial Village 
will now be comprised of one 
three-story building with 36 
units and 12 townhouse units 
in five buildings plus a club- 
house. 

“He said the increase in 
the number of units benefits 
everyone, because of 
increased costs faced by 
L.LFE. such as the cost of 
tying into the sewer system, 
and will also result in more 
tax revenue for the town. 


“An unrelated article to, 


reduce the age requirement 
for elderly housing, which 
would not have an impact on 
the L.LF-E. housing, from 60 
to 55, to be more in line with 
industry standards, was post- 
poned because it was not sup- 
ported by the Planning Board

Lack of medication 


adherence may have 
negative impact 


Growing older means taking 
on new responsibilities and 
confronting new challenges to 
building a healthy lifestyle. For 
Americans age 65 and above, it 
may also include taking multi- 
ple medications to manage a 
variety of health conditions. In 
fact, a survey of 27,000 
Medicare recipients found that 
40 percent of patients reported 
taking five or more prescrip- 
tion medications, 

The prevalence of chronic 
illness in an aging population 
underscores the importance of 
maintaining a healthy lifestyle, 
diet and prescribed medication 
regimen for managing those 
conditions. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion estimates that 80 percent 
of seniors are living with one 
chronic condition - such as dia- 
betes, heart disease, arthritis 
or cancer - and about half have 
at least two.

These consequences 
can be serious but, fortunately, 
following your treatment regi- 
mens may reduce these risks. 

Here are some tips to help 
seniors stay on track with their 
medication regimen: 

At the Doctor's Office: 

* Write it down. Ask your 
doctor to write down specific 
directions for taking your med- 
ications, One study found that 
more than 60 percent of pa- 
tients did not understand what 
their physicians told them 
about medication use immedi- 
ately after receiving this infor- 
mation.
